s severe blow as that dealt to them by Mr,
Dickens' will. ‘I emphatioally direct t I
be buried in an inexpensive, unostentatious,
and strictly private mannper; that mo public
annonncement be made of the time or place
of my burial; that at the utmost not more
than thrce plain mourning coaches be em-
ployed, and that those who attend my funeral
wear no scarf, eloak, black bow, long bow,
or other such revolting absurdity.”'s ‘This
is plain speaking, and the grim ravens
who hover round the house of mourning
with the view of turning tears into
cash will be all in a flutter when they
read this expression of opinion with re-
gard to their ftrade, uttered by one
whose voice has mone the less influence be-
cause it proceeds from the grave, Lord Derby,
Lord Clarendon, and Mr. Dickens have all set
an exaitple which the vulgar and ignorant will
do well to follow, of simplicity in their fune-
rols, The day will come when we, or rather
our descendants, will wonder that under-
takers were ever permitied to trade upon our
sorrows in the present disgraeceful fashion.
In nine cases out of ten, when the head of a
family dies, every sixpence is of value, and
pothing more lamentable can be conceived
than that the hard-earned savings intended to
provide for the necessities of wife and chil-
dren should be squandered on black kid
loves and silk hatbands for second cousins,
oetors, servants, and others whe are mere
puppets in the hands of the undertaker
to belp him to plunder the family of the
deceased. gne or two dukes and
duchesses would have the kindness to
direct that their remains were to be deposited
in the ground without having a brick vault
8 hlfy wade to receive them, the middle
ass wonld at once consent to be buriedin a
similar manner; and this would cut off the
bricklayer; who, with the haberdasher, joins
the undertaker in the work of extortion.
